A SICKENING HORROR 


A Spanish Execution of Cubans 


Today That Was Horrible 


Beyond Description, 


TOO AWFUL FOR SPANIARDS, 


OFFICALS AND SOLDIERS H4D 
TO INTERFERE. TWO EXECU- 


TIONERS GIVE UP THEIR 


BLOODY OFFICE. 


[Special Dispatch to the Transcript.) 


HAVANA, March 31.—A terrible inci- 


dence of Spanish cruelty occurred in this 
city this morning. It was the bungling 
execution of five Cuban prisoners by that 
instrument of Spanish torture, the gar- 
role. Th»five Cubans were classed as 
"murderers, violators and incendaries" 
belonging in Cayajabo and were recently 
sentenced to be garroted. At 7 o'clock 
this morning a large force of infantry 
formed in a square around the spot of 
execution. The garrote is an execution 
chair, with a post bebine it with collar 
and 
a 
screw 
which strangles or 


breaks 
the 
neck 
by 
driving 


slowly into the spine by means of the 
screw and lever behind. 


The prisoners were kept in dungeons. 


One confessed himself guilty of the crimes 
charged, but asserted his companions to 
be innocent. 
These maintained their 


innocence to the last praying vengeance 
upon those who sent them to death. The 
prisoners were escorted to the square by 
soldiers. The man selected as the first 
victim was Quilty. He mounted the steps 
of the chair and seated himself uncon- 
cernedly. He smiled as the collar was ad- 
justed and the cap drawn over his head. 


The man acting as executioner was 


violently nervous, weak and unable to 
handle the screw and lever properly. His 
hands slipped repeatedly on the lever. 
Horrible smothering, choking cries came 
from the victim. Only after a long period 
of agony for the prisoner and torture for 
the spectators was tbe Cuban pronounced 
dead. Executioners, priests, soldiers and 
officials turned their heads sick with hor- 
ror. 


This was only the beginning of the ter- 


rible performance. The second victim 
upon reaching the chair and who bad 
seen the horrible death of his friend, 
made an effort to speak to the people. 
The executioner's hand covered his 
mouth and he was bundled hastily into 
the terrible chair and iron collar, and the 
death cap was adjusted. 


The scene that followed was sickening 


in Its awful horror. The executioner was 
now nervous beyond all self-control. He 
fumbled, let the lever slip and tortured 
his victim by a still slower and more hor- 
rible strangulation than the first one had 
suffered. 


The horror and awfumess of the execu- 


tion could be endured no longer by the 
soldiers, priests and officers. 
Before the 


third victim could be led to the chair, 
they interfered and demanded .that the 
executioner eet down from the death 
chair and let another take his place. The 
chief executioner then feverishly called 
on one Rulse, an expert executioner, to 
help him out of the difioulty. 


With horror the spectators and sol- 


diers noticed .Ruise to be nearly as excited 
as the other executioner, but accom- 
plished the killing of the third Cuban in 
a shorter time and with less horror than 
the others had been killed. 


.But when the fourth Cuban was turned 


over to him, Ruise was ghastly pale 
and trembling all over, and executed the 
fourth man in the most horrible manner. 


The officials and soldiers again interfer- 


ed and denounced the bungling butchery, 
and Ruise stumbled away from the gar- 
rote, insisting in husky tones that the for- 
mer executioner finish the work. This 
the former executioner attempted and 
butchery is B. faint term to express his aw- 
ful work in slowly crunching the iron 
screw into bis victims neak.Strong men 
among the officials and soldiers fainted 
at Ihe awful scene before the l«*t victim 
was dead. 


The officials and soldiers then hurried 


from the spot and the dead bodies were 
carted away. The trembling executioners 
gathered up the sickening framework of 
the cruel garrote and hurried to the 
prison. 


The execution was one of the most 


awful in all the history of Cuban horrors.

A Prominent Printer and Publisher or the 


Pltlsricld Sun. 


William Mint, publisher of the Suu, 


died suddenly at Pittsneld last evening. 
To the newspaper and printing fraternity 
of tbe county, with whom his connection 
for nearly half a century had been close, 
kindly and honorable, his death cornea 
like that of a near family friend or rela- 
tive. Some weeks ago he suffered a severe 
attack of rheumatism, from which he re- 
covered sufficiently to walk out, when by 
mischance he fell on the ice and suffered 
a eevore sprain of tbe ankle. He bad been 
gradually getting better, but it seems to 
to have aggravated an old heart trouble.

Mr. Mink was born in Rhinebeck.N. Y., 


63 years ago. Ha went to Pittsfleld about 
the year 1S08,- as foreman of the Eagle of- 
jtee, of which Henry Chiekering was then 
proprietor. He remained with the Eagle 
iill.tho time of the war, when he enlisted 
(n the 34th Massachusetts Regiment and 
served honorably for three years in tbe 
rank of sergeant. He continued with tbe 
Eagle after the war until William Pom- 
eroy became one of its proprietors. 1 hen 
Mr. Mink, with James Harding, its loco I 
bdit-or, left, and Mr. Mink became fore- 
pan and Mr. Harding editor of the Sun. 
On thfe Organization of the Sun Printing 
{company soon afterwards, Mr. Mink be- 
tame Its president and treasurer, and had 
so conducted its affairs that It has for 
years been a good paying company. 


Mr. Mink bad long suffered from » pain- 


ful disease, which it was foreseen mast 
some time terminate fatally, but it was of 
such a chronic nature that his friends 
hoped that the disease might be delayed 
for some years. He was for some years a 
member of St. Steven's parish, and was 
at tbe time of his death commander of 
the Berkshire Grand Army post, of which 
he had been a leading member from its 
organization. He had filled all the Odd 
Fellows' chairs. He leaves a widow, DOB 
son and a daughter.

Engines a Total Wreck.

JOHN SHERMAN'S OPINION. 


In all the confusion and misrepresenta- 


tion of the present tariff and money ques- 
tions, it is a relief to hear the clear, 
straight-forward conclusions of the ablest 
financier in the land, who has no political 
aspirations and only his country's welfare 
to care for. John Sherman of Ohio in 
the last Forum has given the public his 
ideas 011 the tariff and money <Ja«stion», 
nnd draws his conclusion as follows: 


"The deficiency of revenue was the 


1 rimary cause of the demand for gold for 
United States notes. The gold hoard- 
ed for resumption purposes was not sep- 
arated from the money received for cur- 
rent revenue, and, this revenue being in- 
sufficient to meet expenses, the gold ac- 
cumulated for redemption purposes was 
drawn upon to make good the deficien- 
cies. This created a doubt of the ability 
oi the Government to maintain the par- 
ity of United States notes with coin and 
led to their presentation for redemption in 
coin. The draft on the Treasury for coin 
during this administration has been great- 
er than the amount of deficiency of reve- 
nue during the same period. 


'In every aspect in which the subject 


presents itself to my mind I come to no 
other conclusion than that the deficiency 
of revenue and the consequent encroach- 
ment upon the redemption fund are the 
causes of our present financial condition, 
and that the only remedies are either a 
radical reduction of expenditures or an 
increase of taxation, and perhaps both, 
I do dot believe that the condition re- 
quires a snipenseion of public works or a 
postponement of measures now in pro- 
gress to stenghten the army and navy. 


"A careful study of the systems of bank- 


ing, currency, and coinage adopted by the 
principal nations of Europe convinces me 
that our system,—when cured of a few 
defects developed by time,—founded upon 
the bimetallic coinage of gold and .silver 
maintained at par n :th each other; with 
free national banks established in every 
city and town of importanae in the United 
States, issuing their notes secured beyond 
doubt by United States bonds or some 
equivalent security, and redeemable on 
demand in United States notes; and the 
issne of an amount of United States notes 
and Treasury notes equal to the amount 
now outstanding (with provision for a 
ratable increase with the increase of 
population.) always redeemable In coin 
and supported by an ample reserve of 
coin in the treasury, not to be invaded by 
deficiencies of revenue, and separated by 
the sub-treasury system from all connec- 
tion with the receipts and expenditures 
of the government— snch a system would 
make our money current in commercial 
circles in every land and clime, better 
than the best that now exists in Europe, 
better than that of Great Britain, which 
now holds the purse strings of the world." 


We are not going to prevaricate about 


the business at all, not even before the 
Holyoke convention's choice of St. Louis 
delegates. Up here in Northern Berk- 
shire they want 'William McKinley for 
president by a big majority, or our obser- 
vation is all out of kilter. We feel that 
New England does well to stand by 
Thomas B. Reed. He is worthy of any 
section's support. He is a great man and 
a brilliant man. But for some reason Mc- 
Kinley'a name seems to have a charm for 
the people hereabouts—it is because of 
the Democratic anti-McKinley talk com- 
bined with anti-McKinley laws resulting 
in anti-McKinley times that the people 
are wanting McKinley talk combined, 
witb McKinley laws resulting again in 
McKinley times. 


We are all anxious to believe that the 


warm sunshine and blue skies on this last 
day of March are the first intimations of 
spring,—a spring long delayed and for 
which winter has not given way for a 
single day. Today the birds are twitter- 
ing thoughts of their summer homes, the 
snow drifta on the mountain sides are 
bidding their long resting place good-bye 
and adding their volume to the singing 
brooks and streams. The world seems to 
foci the spring impulse and quickens its 
pace. We here among the Berkshire bills

Among its uiauy nnrt fitting cogno- 


mens the Wilsoii bill has often been de- 
scribed as the Democratic tariff for Eu- 
rope.

TQ help members who shall become 


incapacitated from following the pro- 
fession, to obtain employment suited to 
their affliction. 


To do our utmost to extc.id the license 


law throughout the United Slates. 


The first of these is one of the mos,t im- 


portant. The engineers feel that it is for 
their interest tbat they should have a 
thorough knowledge of their business, 
and as often as possible at tbeir meetings 
they have lectures by competent practical 
engineers, often illustrated by blackboard 
drawings. 
They heartily indorse the 


license law, which has been making some 
trouble, particularly in the eastern part of 
the state.

ers and examiner of engineers, and wh o is 
now working in this city, says the order is 
highly beneficial and that a council should 
be established in every city and large 
town. Such an organization is of much 
value as an educator, as knowlege can be 
Interchanged at the meetings and the 
most competent men can give points and 
illustrations of much value to the others. 


Mr. Lord says tbat many owners of 


boilers do not seem to realize the necessity 
of reporting their location to the inspec- 
tor, as the law provides. Many of the 
boilers in this city he has found by acci- 
dent. The law being new, the inspectors 
debire to be as lenient as possible in its en- 
forcement, but the time will doubtless 
come when the penalty will be inflicted 
upon those who refuse to comply with it. 


BOYS IN POOL ROOMS. 


They Have Been Forging Permits Since 


Proprietors were ArrestcJ. 


A few weeks ago Chief Kendall paid a 


visit to the"several pool and billard rooms 
in this city with the commendable pur- 
pose in view of compelling all boys to 
keep out. Several pool room proprietors 
were in court and were admonished not 
to permit minors to either loiter in or 
play pool or billards in their establish- 
ment. 


Fora time after the matter was in 


court the scarsity of boys in the pool 
rooms was very noticeable. 
Recently, 


however, the police i found several boys, 
who had been warned to*keep out of the 
rooms, playing pool as of old. Chief Ken- 
dall called on the proprietors where such 
cases were noticed and the proprietors 
came forward with written permits bear- 
ing the signature of parents or guardians, 
as the case might be, giving tbeir consent 
to tho boys to indulge in the game. 


The police ordered an Investigation, 


which was made in a quiet way, and it 
has been learned tbat about a dozen of 
the permits are forgeries. 
In some In- 


stances the parents have given their boys 
permits, but in most cases the boys have 
signed their parent's names. The offense 
is a serious one, and the names of the boys 
who have committed such a crime are all 
on record at the police station. Chief 
Kendall was contemplating a wholesale 
arrest of tb« boys, but has decided to give 
them one more chance. 


The pool fever had lessened somewhat 


among the boys from twelve to twenty 
years of age in this city, as a result of the 
arrest of the pool room proprietors, but 
the contagion has sprung up anew. This 
time Chief Kendall is determined to sup- 
press it if the law will allow him.

United States at a great loss to her owners, 
but iu 1805 and 18(>8 she somovrhnt redeem- 
ed her character by successfully laying tho 
Atlantic cable. Subsequently, owing to 
her vast size, she was instrumental lu lay- 
ing most of the Important cables across 
the Atlantic, in 
the Mediterranean, 


through tho Bed sea, etc. 


In 18H8 she was sold at anotlon in Liv- 


erpool to be broken up, bringing the sum 
of 8880,730. She was designed by I. K. 
Brunei. It is raid by many that with tho 
improved ninchlncry of this date she could 
bo handled and mmlo to pay a dividend.—

ROMANCES FOUND IN A BIG STORAGE 


ESTABLISHMENT. 


These Are Tragedlm and Cemcdlei and 


Plenty of Material to Make • Book—The 
RetuouB Often Domestic Troubles Which 


' Came People to Stan Their Good*. 


"YoB," said the manager of ODO of the 


greatest of New York's storage ware- 
houses, "your guess is quite correct. In 
this business we see the seamy side oi 
many romances and are confronted by not 
a few mysteries, AH sorts of reasons im- 
pel people to put their goods In storage 
warehouses. Death or sickness may break 
np a family, and tho goods come to us, 
never perhaps to do redeemed. At the end 
of a year, you know, the law allows as to 
sell If tho charges for storage are unpaid. 
This, however, is not often done, as the 
chances ore favorable for an ultimate clear- 
ance of all charges. Wo bare people whore 
faonso has been robbed store their furni- 
ture, as they are afraid to dwell in the 
place any longer. People who oan'tpay 
their rent store their furniture, and peo- 
ple who are experiencing good times do 
tho samo thing in order to go to Europe. 


"Tho remnants of broken families come 


to as. Tho men don't often toll more than 
is necessary, but the women give us every- 
thing, including all the comments of their 
relatives and friends. 
I've often said that 


if it was not for fear oi hurting tho busi- 
ness I could write an interesting novel 
about our experiences. 
Comedies and 


tragedies of real lite drift past us all day 
long. 


"Two winters ago we found that we 


were storing a corpse. It oamo to us in a 
trunk. An expressman brought the tntnk 
and took a receipt and left us his address. 
Wo put tho trunk iu a small room on the 
ninth floor and thought no more about It 
till at the end of two months a strong odor 
oamo from the room. When wo came to 
the trunk, it was decided to break it open, 
aud the body of a large, full boarded man 
wns found within. The clothing was 
good, but there wns nothing by which tho 
man could be identified. 
Wo notified the 


police, who went after the expressman, 
but he knew nothing about the body. He 
had taken the trunk from the sidewalk in 
front of an apartment house on West 
Twenty-fourth street

THE INCEPTION OF PRINTING. 


Bow Others Oat Fame and Wealth from 


Outenbero*< Invention. 


In Gutenberg's tirao the city of Pragoo 


was famous for its manufactures and me- 
chanical inventions. In the books of the 
university several Gutenbergs arc entered, 
and among thorn is John, who may rea- 
sonably be supposed to bo our inventor. 
After tho failure of his flrst printing press 
lie seems to have returned to Prague for 
tho purpose of improving himself In me- 
chanical invention. But tho history of 
his first printing press is Interesting. Ho 
hired a room in Strnsuurg and proceeded 
to carry out bis idea of multiplying block 
books by moans of movable wooden type. 
These books were very numerous and lu 
great demand, and Gutenberg's intention 
was to manufacture them In considerable 
quantity tor sale at tbo approaching sep- 
tennial fair at, Ais-le-Chapoilo. In order 
to conceal his purpose when his employ- 
ment was inquired into he took advantago 
of a double meaning, and said that ho was 
manufacturing mirrors or looking glasses 
for salo at tho fair, some of the block books 
being known as specula, such as the 
"Speculum Salvatlonls." Gutenberg bor- 
rowed money of a family named Dritzebn, 
and one of them entered into partnership 
with him. 


At flrst Gutenberg taught the art of cut- 


ting and polishing gems, bnt Drltzebii and 
a friend of his, one Holmnnn, noticed that 
he worked in secret at some other art, bnt 
before Gutenberg would reveal It he re- 
quired fresh terms, which were granted. 
Tho affairs of tbo partnership did not pro- 
ceed well. Dritzehn died, and his rela- 
tions in 1480 brought uu action against 
Gutenberg far tho recovery of the money 
advanced by them. 


Gutenberg attempted to form his typo 


by casting, but the casts were not sharp 
enough for printing. 
He consulted a 


worker in, inetnls (Fust of Mayonco), who 
afcoueo saw the value ot the invention 
and advanced money to Gutenberg on tho 
strength of it. Fust's apprentice, Peter 
Schoffer, overcame the difficulty, and his 
master made him bis partner and] son-in- 
law, and the two men, ignoring Guten- 
berg, appropriated bis invention and thus 
obtained fame and wealth.—Notes and 
Queries.

EMERGENCY RATIONS. 


A Board Appolntrtl To Fix Upon Proper 


Food for Soldiers In the Field. 


Washington. March 31.—Despite a 


belief to the contrary, the war depart- 
ment has determined to reopen the 
question of obtaining an emergency 
ration for the army, and orders have 
been issued appointing a board of 
officers to meet in Washington immedi- 
ately "to examine the reports of the 
boards which were convened in tha 
several military departments to con- 
sider and recommend a proper ration 
for troops operating in emergencies." 
Major-Gen. Miles and Commissary- 
Gen. Stanton will appear before the 
board to make suggestions and give 
views. The lioard has been directed to 
make recommendations on the subject 
and to report upon the minimum 
amount of articles of food necessary to 
sustain a soldier in health and activity 
while in active service in the field for 
a limited period. The whole subject 
was considered some time ago by the 
commissary department and investiga- 
tions were made and reports written 
by the principal subsistance officers 
in the eight military departments. 
Samples of the emergency rations 
used by foreign countries have been 
received at the war department and it 
is proposed to look into the matter 
thoroughly.

law. CoL Henry H. Lyman was born 
in Jefferson county, N. Y., and is 51 
years old. His early life was spent on 
a farm. He studied engineering and 
surveying, which he practiced some 
three years. Ho enlisted as a private 
in the 147th New York volunteers and 
served until the close of the war, being 
successively promoted to lieutenant 
and adjutant and breveted major. Af- 
ter the war he engaged in mercantile 
pursuits. He held various town offices 
and in the year 1872 was elected sheriff 
of Oswego county, serving three years. 
In 1889 he was made collector of the 
port of Oswego by President Harrison.

WILL CLOSE THE MILLS. 


Decision Reached at a Meeting of Credit- 


ors of the Wilson Si Sears Company. 
Ilolyoke, 
Mass., March 31.—The 


creditors of the Smith, Wilson & Sears 
Paper company met at the company's 
office here yesterday afternoon and re- 
ceived a statement of the affairs of the 
concern. The statement showed total 
liabilities of $94,243.51, from which 
must be deducted preferred claims 
of 930,830.41, leaving a net liability of 
£73,413.10. 
The assets are stated at 


870,721.09, which less preferred claims 
of 820,830.41 leaves net assets of 849,- 
890.68 to pay debts of 973,413.10. The 
deficiency is 123,581.42. The creditors 
were not inclined to be severs on tha 
company. It was decided to shut down 
the mill this evening and close out 
what stock is possible. A committee 
to investigate the affair was chosen 
and a report is expected in a few days. 


Indemnity Demanded. 


"In consideration of all the above, 


and particularly on account of the 
danger to which bis relatives were ex- 
posed, and also for the unjustifiable 
looting on the part of the regular 
troops in the service of a constitutional 
government, the undersigned does most 
solemnly protest and asks an immedi- 
ate indemnity for the damage suffered, 
which he values at 85,000, as all work 
has been stopped on the plantation 
and everything abandoned." 


Government Version ot the Attack. 
Tha Spanish official account of what

Bernat found several bands of rebels 
who made themselves strong in the 
houses of the coffee plantation Estrella, 
where they were beaten and by ar- 
tillery shots and oavalry charges the 
enemy was dislodged from his position. 
Twelve prisoners were captursd, be- 
sides arms, ammunition and instru- 
ments to destroy railway tracks, It is 
believed by the trails of blood seen in 
the place that the rebels had many 
dead and wounded. All the prisoners 
will be summarily court mart Sailed." 


A ntirui sight. 


On Wednesday twenty prisoners, 


taken in t.he recent operations around 
Artemisia and Alquizas arrived in 
Havana, On being escorted through 
Obispo street to the palace thpy wero 
followed by a constantly increasing 
mob, \vho shouted, "Viva Espana" and 
"Death to the Rebels." The men were 
kicked, beaten and one had his head 
cut by a flying missile. It was a pitiful 
sight to see the poor wretches with 
arms pinioned and a mob at their heels 
8houting(for their blood. By the time 
the prisoners reached the palace the 
mob numbered between 200.and 300. 
Gen. Ahumada, the secundo cabo, or 
second chief of the government, came 
out and ordered the guards to disperse 
the mob. 


Destruction of Camp* and Hospitals. 
During the past week the principal 


wnr news has been the destruction of 
the camps, hospitals and strongholds 
of the insurgents in tha Siguanea val- 
ley, near Cienaga, and at Loz Paloz. 
While Maceo was in the west and Go- 
mez moving east columns, acting un- 
der special orders, have razed these, 
camps, and many wounded rebels have 
fallen into the hands of the Spanish 
troops. 


Wounded Rebel Executed. 


(From a Staff Correspondent.) 


Havana, March 31.—Enrique Aleman 


was executed in tha Cabanas, across 
the bay from this city, yesterday. He 
belonged to one of Macco's bands, 
which was dispersed. Afterwards he 
Joined a small band of insurgents and 
was captured in a fight with the troops, 
In which he was wounded in the arm, 
in both hands and in the fingers. His 
right hand was amputated in a hospi- 
tal. There is no definite news regard- 
ing the movements of Maceo, who is 
to the proving* at Pinar del Rio. In- 
surgents have burned Penalver, a small 
town two leagues from Guanabncoa, 
province of Havana. They hanged tho 
alcalde. 
Col. Monoada reports that 


his command made a reconnoitre in 
tho Siguanea Valley and destroyed 
100 houses that the insurgents were 
using as infirmaries and workshop!. In 
the fighting tho rebels lost eight 
killed, including one bearing the title 
of "Governor" Castro. A detachment 
of troops, acting in concert with a 
gunboat, fought an insurgent force at 
Rlncon, near capa Cruz. Three rebels 


were killed, among the number being 
the leader Cervino, who had just 
landed 
with 
an expedition 
from 


Jamaica. The warship Alfonso XII. 
fired by mistake upon the Spanish 
coasting steamer Alava of Matanzas. 
One blank shot and five balls were 
fired at her, but no damage was done.

MAY BE FORFEITED. 


It the Commodore LanSod Arm* and Men 


In Cnba She Will Be Prosecuted. 


Washington, March 31.—The collec- 


tor of customs at Charleston, 8. C., has 
informed the treasury that an engineer 
on the steamer Commodore has made a 
statement to him that the Commodores 
recently landed on her last trip froai 
Charleston a lot of arms and a body ot 
men on Cuban soil. The vessel's papers 
on the trip were taken out for the 
coastwise service as far south as Tam- 
pa, Fla., and did not permit her to 
touch on foreign soil. The collector 
says he has turned over the informa- 
tion to the United States district attor- 
ney and if the engineer's statement is 
corroborated by other testimony, the 
vessel will be proceeded against for 
violation of the United States naviga- 
tion laws. In case of conviction, the 
Commodore is liablo to forfeiture un- 
der section 4,337 of tho revised statutes.

Discoveries of Various Medicines, Sup- 


posed To Be Poisonous.

o'clock this afternoon the inquest upon 
the bodies of Mr. and Mrs. Snyder, al - 
leged to have been poisoned by their 
daughter, Mrs. Whittaker, will take 
place. It is ascertained that last 
Thursday Policeman Harvey, who was 
detailed by Coroner Harding to exer- 
cise (Surveillance over the daughter, 
discovered a bottle of white pills in 
Mrs. Snyder's residence. The coroner 
has sent the pills to Dr. Witthaus 
tor analysis, Wilton Bennett, 
Mrs. 


Whittaker's counsel, will move to set 
aside the will made by her mother dis- 
inheriting her, on the ground of dur- 
ess. Assistant District Attorney Pow- 
ellach stated to a reporter that the 
ante-mortem statement of Mrs. Sny- 
der, the contents of which have not 
as yet been made public, is not of it- 
self sufficient to hold Mrs. Whittaker. 
In addition to tha box of pills above 
mentioned a number of bottles found 
in the Snyder house containing medi- 
cines have been forwarded to Dr. Witt- 
haus for analysis.

Announcement That It Will Be Paid OB 


April 1 Came at a Surprise* 


Baltimore, March 31.—It was offi- 


cially announced at the treasury office 
last night that the interest on this ex- 
tended 4 1-2 per cent, bonds of the 
Baltimore & Ohio Railroad company 
would be paid April 1. The payment 
of the interest on this issue may mean 
that all interest charges will be met 
when due.
